prise amnesty order freed 15 high

Tojo and six other top war crim- 
inals were hanged only a few hours 
earlier, the amnesty order cleared 
19 names, leaving only two major 
war crimes defendants,

Three of those freed were mem- 


bers of Tojo's Pearl Harbor cabi- 
net. Two others joined his cabinet 
later in the war, and 
two more 


served in previous Japanese cabi- 
nets.
